'l lic recent occurrences at Omaha can not bul arrest Hie at leu* 
lion of the entire country. 
The lynching Sunday night was no “ordi­ 


n a r y lynching.’’ 
For nine hours an immense mob raged around the 


court house and jail. 
With the sheriff and his deputies and more 
than IOO prisoners in the building, the mob set the structure oil lire 
and cut the hose when the firemen tried to subdue the flames. When 
the m ajor appealed to the crowd they put a rope around his neck 
and would have hanged him if he had not been rescued by policemen, 
who carried him unconscious to a hospital. 


Nebraska is not known as a law less state nor is Omaha a lawless 
city. 
Rather the reverse is true. 
Yet these things happened ik 
Omaha. 
The racial element may have been an important factor. The 
most impressive thing is the sudden, complete, overwhelming as­ 
sertion of mob fury and mob might and the instant aud absolute col­ 


lapse of law and order. 
Omaha s experience is of national importance because it is symp­ 


tomatic of a condition that prevails over almost the whole country. 


It is a symptom—another symptom, for there have been many—of how 


e a s i l y in these strange times all the safeguards, all the restraints, upon. 


which we have been accustomed to 
rely may break down and be 


swept away. 
Another terrible example of this state of unrest is the outbreak 


of Wednesday in Elaine, Ark. as a result of which two white men 
and seven negroes are a l r e a d y dead and the end not yet reached. 


S u r e l y it is a time for sober thought on the part of all who desire 


lo continue the reign of law and order In this country.
